Four men who left Lambert-St. 
Louis Field for Chicago in an 
American Airways plane at 5:42 p. 
m. yesterday were killed shortly 
after 7 o'clock when the ship 
crashed in a heavy snowstorm near 
Petersbur3, Ill, 35 miles north of 
Springfield.

Pilot Hallgren took off .withel 
three passengers on schedule and 
headed northward over the airway 
that he knew as well as any milk- 
man knows his route. The weath- 
er was fairly good as pilots esti- 
mate it—ceiling at 3500 feet, seven 
miles visibility, a seven-mile wind 
from the northeast, temperature 47

At intervals during the next hour 
the airways radio operators at St. 
Louis and Chicago heard his cheer- 
ful, unexecited voice, reporting as 
he went northward that the weath- 
er was thickening, that, near 
Springfield, he had run into a light 
show. 

Runs Into “Heavy Stuff.”

SANTO DOMINGO, D. R., March 
7—Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
her party, aboard the air liner 
American Clipper, alighted at 8:55 
a. m. today at the San Pedro de 
Macoris Airport, completing a 
flight from Port-au-Prince, Haiti, 
which they left at 6:30 a. m. 

The party took off for San Juan, 
Puerto Rico, after a 35-minute stop- 
over. 

At San Pedro de Macoris, Presi- 
dent Trujillo of the Dominican Re- 
public and his wife led the populuce 
to the docks. The people shouted, 
“Viva!” when the plane took off. 
Mrs. Roosevelt sent a cablegram 
to her husband before leaving 
Port-auPrince. United States Ma- 
rine planes escorted the American 
Clipper out beyond the harbor 
there, 

Mrs. Roosevelt drove up the 
mountain in the Haitian capital to 
a country club to see the tropical 
sunset. She was taken on a drive 
through the city’s winding, crooked 
streets lined with brick walls and 
thatched cottages.. She was told 
it was the coldest day of the year 
in Haiti with the thermometer at 
85. 

A picturesque welcome marked 
the arrival there. Mlle. Resia 
Vincent, sister of President Stenio 
Vincent, headed a welcoming com- 
‘mittee and took Mrs. Roosevelt for 
a drive in the President’s limousine 
manned by presidential aids in 
white uniforms. A great sheaf of 
pink and red roses on the limou- 
sine was a gift of the President’s 
sister.

Paul Henderson of United 
Aircraft Testifies Fee 
Was Paid in 1930 After 
Two Days’ Work. 


J. BRUCE.KREMER 
SERVED AS COUNSEL 


Witness Asserts He Told 
MacCracken That 
Brown’s Meeting Was 
‘Improper.’ 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 7.—Pay- 
ment of a “$3000 or $5000” fee to 
Lehr Fess, son of Senator Fess 
(Rep.), Ohio, for “expediting” pass- 
age of the Watres act and the em- 
ployment of J. Bruce Kremer, for- 
mer Democratic National Commit- 
teeman for Montana, as counsel was 
related today by Paul Henderson, 
vice-president of United Aircrait 
and Transport Corporatioh, to the 
Senate air mail investigating com- 
mittee. 

Fess’ fee, Henderson said, was 
earned in two days in April, 1930. 
The Watres bill had passed the 
House and the Senate committee, 
he added. Without its enactment. 
Henderson explained, an air mail 
route certificate of a United Air- 
craft subsidiary would have ex- 
pired. 

Request to Young Fess. 

Henderson told the committee 
that when he became “concerned’ 
about prospects of the bill in the 
Senate, he recalled that Lehr Fess 
had been parliamentarian of the 
House of Representatives, and 
sought him out. 

“T asked him as a lawyer if he 
would undertaKe~to expedite the 
passage of this bill,” Henderson 
said. 
“He did, and I paid him a fee for 
it. Then he returned to Toledo.” 
“Did the bill pass while he was). 
here?” Chairman Black asked. Hen- 
derson replied that it did. 

Why He Employed Fess. 

Henderson testified that Kremer 
was employed by United as coun- 
sel on a yearly retainer fee. 

Fess was aiso employed by Hen- 
derson, he said, in the fall of 1930 
or 1931 to find out why he wasn’t 
“getting on so well” with former 
Postmaster-General Brown. 

“I wasn’t able to put my finger 
on the reason,” Henderson contin- 
ued. “I remembered that Lehr 
Fess lived in Toledo and in all 
probability was acquainted with 
Mr. Brown.” 

Fess’ report to Henderson, as the 
latter related it, was that Brown 
thought he was “altogether too sel- 
fish” and would not consider the 
problems of other air lines. 

Fess’ law firm was employed for 
a year or two, Henderson testified. 
It was concerned chiefly with set- 
tling damage cases, he said. 

The conference of air mail opera- 
tors, called by former Postmaster- 
General Walter F. Brown in May, 
1930, was assailed by Henderson as 
“highly improper.” 

Henderson declared that “as soon 
as Brown had explained the pur- 
poses of the meeting, I expressed 
doubt regarding its legality.” 

“I told ‘former Assistant Secre- 
tary of Commerce William P. Mac- 
Cracken that I believed the meet- 
ing was an improper one and 
should be adjourned at once,” said 
Henderson. 

“Mr. MacCracken. who was pre- 
siding at the meeting, said ‘You are 
crazy as hell,’” 

No Competitive Bidding. 

Henderson declared he then dis- 
cussed the propriety of the meeting 
with Chester W. Cathell, another 
participant. 

“He said, ‘I quite agree if we were 
holding this meeting across the 
street in the Raleigh Hotel, it 
would be an improper one. But it 
is being held in the Postoffice De- 
partment at the invitation of a 
Cabinet member, so it is quite all 
right.” 

The witness asserted, “The whole 
nature of this proposal had no 
thought in it of competitive bid- 
ding. ‘These contracts were to be 


sub-letting. 

“IT knew Congress had refused to 
pass the original Watres bill, con- 
taining an authorization for this 
form of extensions without com- 
petitive bids. } 

“It seemed to me ridiculous that 
anything so important could be dis- 
posed of in this off-hand manner,” 
Henderson, once an Assistant 
Postmaster-General, declared he 
went to Judge John Edwards, for- 
mer Assistant Secretary of the In- 
terior, for counsel regarding the 
propriety of the proposed exten- 
sions. 

“He was very dcfinite in saying 
he didn’t think it was a workable 
plan,” the witness testified. 

“He said there was a big differ- 
ence between extension and elonga- 
tion.

CWA RATKILLING — 
' COSTS $70 A HEAD, 
SO IT IS STOPPED 


261. Men Hoped to Catch 200 
a Day in Brooklyn, Were 
Getting 60 to 70.

BROOKLYN, "March 7 — The 
CWA campaign to rid the city of 
rats has been dropped, the Brook- 
lyn Daily Eagle says, because it 
was found to be costing $70 a rat. 

The campaign began a month ago 
when 261 CWA workers were 
equipped with traps and bait and 
sent out on what was called “the 
ecto-parasitic rodent survey.” Wait- 
ing to record the results of their 
work was a battery of timekeepers, 
typists and technicians, the Eagle 
says. The purpose was to supply 
rats for experiments being conduct- 
ed by the United States Public 
Health Service, as well as to elimi- 
nate the rodents from tenements, 
wharves and dumps. 

Hopes of catching 200 rats a day 
were not realized, trappers getting 
only 60 or 70 a day, and with $218,- 
000 appropriated for the first 45 
days, it was decided the project 
was too costly. 


MAN, 65, BARRICADES HOME,

Deranged Philadelphian Wounded: 
Girl in House With Him, 
Also Hit by Bullet.

PHILADELPHIA, March 7.—-Bar- 
ricading himself in his home, Wal- 
ter Bevin, 65 years old, said to he 
deranged, fought off authorities for 
almost two hours today until he 
was wounded by police bullets. Two 
15-year-old girls were in the house 
with him. 

Firing from a doorway as police 
and detectives stormed the house, 
the man exchanged about 100 shots 
with authorities before he fell. The 
girls were found in a second-floor 
bedroom. One of them had a hbultet 
wound in the leg and both were suf- 
fering from the effects of tear gas 
hurled at the house by police. 

Three policemen and a fireman 
were overcome by tear gas. 

Bevin was seen to take the girls 
into the house by a plumber, who 
notified police. When officers com- 
manded Bevin to come downstairs, 
he fired at them from a window. 

A bystander also was struck by a 
bullet. The girls said Bevin prom- 
ised them housecleaning work.

FARLEY ORDERS CURTAILMENT 
OF MAIL DELIVERY SERVICE 


He Also Asks for Permission to 
Reduce Salaries of Rural 


Carriers.

WASHINGTON, March 7. — As 


part of the economy move by the 
Department, Postmaster-General 
Farley has instructed postmasters 
throughout the country to curtail 
mail service. 

Farley yesterday recommended 
to the House Postoffice Committee 
that he be permitted to cut salaries 
of rural carriers, which he estimat- 
ed would save the Department more 
than $11,000,000 a year. This re- 
duction, affecting about 38,000 car- 
riers, would be in lieu of the alter- 
native of putting through a pro- 
gram of consolidating routes. This, 
Farley said, would mean that 9000 
carriers would be out of jobs.

{MAN DESCRIBED 


AS GRAVELY ILL 


Action Charges Information 
Was Suppressed for Gain 
of Hotel and to Protect 
Dr. Bundesen.

$600,000 damages, an outgrowth of 
the epidemic of amoebic dysentery 
during the World's Fair last sum- 
mer, has been filed against Dr. Her- 
man Bundesen, City Health Com- 
missioner, and the Congress Hotel. 
Charging that thé defendants 
“willfully and wantonly” withheld 
information about the epidemic 
from the public and medical pro- 
fession, Dr. Clarence Boren, and 
his. wife, Gertrude, of Marinette, 
Wis., asked for $150,000 each yes- 
terday from each of the defend- 
ants. 
The suit charges the information 
was suppressed for the financial 
gain of the hotel aad to protect 
the reputation of Dr. Bundesen. 


“Even after Dr. Bundesen re- 
ceived information disclosing its 
presence,” the bill complained, “he 
did not make this known to the 
medical profession, the public or 
the plaintiffs, and failed to quaran- 
tine the hotel and its infected per- 
sonnel.” 
Dr. Boren Seriously Mil. 

The suit said that Dr. and Mrs. 
Boren were in New Orleans at the 
time of filing of the bill, the physi- 
cian under medical treatment and 
seriously - ill. 

‘The plaintiffs said they centract- 

ed the disease when they came to 
see the Fair and stopped at the 
Congress Hotel. 
Dr. Boren said that, had the 
American Medical Association been 
notified, he would have learned 
through association bulletins and 
would hava protected his health and 
that of his wife by avoiding the 
hotel. 

Although the outbreak reported- 
ly was under investigation early in 
the summer, it did not become pub- 
lic knowledge until Nov. 9, the last 
week of the exposition. 

Dr. Morris Fishbein of the Ameri- 
can Medical Society said that more 
than 40 deaths resulted from the 
outbreak and that 740 cases were 
traced to Chicago hotels. The death 
of Texas Guinan, night club host- 
ess, was traced, hg said, to a Chi- 
cago source. 

, 336 Cases in Chicago. 
Scientists investigating the epi- 
demic disclosed that more than 100 
similar suits have been filed in 
the country, although the Boren 
suit was the first to be brought 
here. 

Difficulty was experienced in 

fighting the epidemic bécause most 
of the cases developed after Fair 
visitors returned to their bomes. 
There were 336 cases of the disease 
in Chicago from last August until 
this March, health reports showed. 
Dr. Bundesen pointed to the fol- 
lowing statement of Roscoe R. 
Spencer of the United States Pub- 
lic Health Service, issued after an 
investigation of the outbreak: 
“I am satisfied that the Depart- 
ment of Health has done everything 
humanly possible to control the out- 
break. Dr. Bundesen and the 
Board of Health are to be con- 
gratulated on the promptness, ag- 
gressiveness and thoroughness with 
which the situation has been han- 
dled.”

Dickinson said he favored a bill 
that would “go as far as necessary” 
to curb evils witHout going so far 
on control of business and indus- 
try. 

Roosevelt’s Testimony. 

Roosevelt testified as a member 
of a municipal bond dealers’ com- 
It was his 
first appearance before a Senate 
Committee since the Teapot Dome 
oil inquiry. 

“If the bill goes through as it is, 
we will be out of business,” Roose- 
velt asserted. 

He presented George B. Gibbons, 
chairman of the committee, to dis- 
cuss details of the bill. 

“The bill as drafted,” Gibbons 
said, “destroys the desirability of 
municipal bonds as an investment. 
reduces their availability as collat- 
eral and destroys their salability.” 

Gibbons argued that the bill was 
designed to curb speculative abuses, 
but that they did not occur in the 
handling of municipal bonds. 

The Senate Banking Committee 
also wag told by George A. Rich, 
sitter of the Boston Stock tx- 
change, that the Filetcher-Rayburn 
bill would drive local financing to 
New York. 

Wants State Regulation. 
. Franklin Leonard of New York, 
speaking for the San Francisco 
Mining Exchange, told the Senate 
Committee regulation should be 
left to the states.

“I’m satisi.ed there was nothing 
off-color in Blunk’s performance,” 
Judge Murray said. “He didn’t 
have any nerve—that’s all that was 
wrong with him.” 

Turnkey Sam Cahoon, 64 years 
old, is the other jail guard under 


arrest. 


Judge Murray refused to dis- 
charge or suspend Blunk pending 
further investigation. 

“These arrests,” Judge Murray 
said, “were made as the result of 
a bad case of hysteria, I’m not go- 
ing to suspend Blunk until I find 
out more about this. He was em- 


‘ployed as a finger print expert and 


not as a deputy to guard the jail.” 
Sheriff Defends Cahoon. 


Sheriff Lilian Holley discharged 
Cahoon as a trusty with pay for 
work in the jail but todk up his 
defense. 

“The truth of the matter is,” she 
said, “that Cahoon is the only one 
who offered any resistance to Dil- 
linger. He went to Dillinger’s cell 
with two Negro boys following him. 
The Negro boys were carrying soap. 

“Sam unlocked the door and, as 
one of the boys walked in with 
his load, Herbert Youngblood, who 
fled with Dillinger, grabbed him. 
Dillinger then poked his toy pistol 
into Cahoon’s back and grabbed the 
other Negro boy with his free hand. 
Dillinger commanded Sam to call 
Lew Baker, the jail warden. 

“Sam told Dillinger he could kill 
him before he would call Baker. 
Just at that moment Ernest Blunk 
came in and Dillinger cowed him 
with his toy pistol Dillinger then 
forced Blunk to call Baker.” 


Cahoon Admitted Blunder. 


Cahoon had admitted he opened 
the door of Dillinger’s cell block 
without sending Dillinger and the 
other prisoners back into their 
cells.* At large in the corridor, Dil- 
linger sprang on Cahoon and, with 
the wooden pistol in Cahoon’s ‘ribs, 
ordered the turnkey to call Blunk. 

Blunk, according to his statement 
to the investigators, then read the 
roll,of jailers which Dillinger or- 
dered. He called the next victim, 
Warden Baker, who, in answer to 
Blunk’s <all, sauntered down the 
long jail corridor, from the front 
office, and was clapped into a cell 


‘along with the others.

New Sources of Revenue. 
“I am opposed to it, in the third 
place, because we are planning to 
supplement the funds received by 
the present rate of 39 cents levied 
for bond purposes by setting usiie 
funds from new sources of revenue 
as, for instance, the license fees and 
gallonage tax on intoxicating li- 
quors. 
“If the gallonage tax is voted by 
the Board of Aldermen, we will, in 
my judgment, secure from that tax 
and the license fee on retailers ap- 
proximately $€00,000 a year. The 
ordinance now pending provides for 
the payment of these fees into a 
sinking fund for bond retirement 
purposes. 
“Other ordinances are already in- 
troduced designed to provide addi- 
tional revenues to be placed in the 
sinking fund for the same purpose, 
such as the ordinance providing a 
levy of 5 per cent on the gross re- 
ceipts of gas companies, the same 
as now paid by the electric. If we 
are successful as we,hope to be in 
augmenting our revenues from 
these sources, it will not be neces- 
sary to refund any of our bonds. 
“Even if we are disappointed in 
the amount which we are to re 
ceive from new sources of revenue, 
the largest cmount there will be 
any reason whatsoever to refund 
this year will be $2,000,000. I see 
no occasion whatsoever for any 
alarm over the credit of the city 
in the refunding of $2,000,000 of the 
amount due this year, in view of 
the exceptionally strong financial 
condition of the city as evidenced 
by the following facts: 


Paying as We Go. 


“Our budget is balanced. We are 
paying as we go. There is not even 
a suggestion from any source of the 
reckless expenditure of money or 
of extravagance of any kind. 

“We have the smallest per capita 
operating expense and the smallest 
per capita of bonded indebtedness. 
“We are authorized under the 
Constitution to issue bonds in ex- 
ce8s of $140,000,000, but as a matter 
of fact, we have outstanding and 
subject to issue today only $76,- 
000,000. 

“In view of this extraordinary 
set of facts, it seems unthinkable 
to me that it is going to hurt the 


, credit of the city to postpone the 


payment of $2,000,000 of bonds due 
this year to a later date if that 
really becomes necessary. 

Peak of Debt This Year. 


“This ts true particularly in 
view of the fact that the peak of 
bonded indebtedness maturities 
comes this year. The full amount 
of principal and interest due this 
year is $7,889,000 in round numbers. 
The yearly maturities decrease af- 
ter this year and run down to $5,- 
000,000 in 1944 and $4,715,000 in 
1945. Who can possibly question 
the wisdom of lightening the bur- 
den this year by simply readjust- 
ing our indebtedness so as to make 
it fall due in one of the slater 
years when a smaller amount is 
called for? Would not any private 
concern do just that? 

“Furthermore, I have faith in the 


future. I believe that we are on 
the way to recovery and better 
times. I think the people will be 
the better able to pay one year, 
two years, from now than they are 
now. 

“IT am therefore not willing to 
lay the heavy hand on them this 
year by boosting the tax rate 41 
cents on the $100, instead of doing 
the manifestly sensible thing of re- 
adjusting our peak indebtedness in 
the manner above suggested if nec- 
essary. In my judgment, the credit 
of the city will be injured far less 
by doing the sensible thing I herein 
suggest than by a show of alarm 
over our situation which in my 
judgment, the facts do not jastify. 

“The surest way in the world to 
cause a business man’s creditors 
to swamp down on him would be 
for him to make an announcement 
that he could not pay his debts un- 
less he fixed a price for his goods 
which his creditors would know the 
customer would not pay- 

Expenses Cut to Bone. 

“We started out last year to re- 
lieve taxpayers to the fullest pos- 
sible extent. To that end we cut 
operating expenses to the bone. We 
have economized at every turn. I 
think I am warranted in saying 
that we are giving the people 1t0¢ 
cents’ worth of service for every 
dollar paid in taxes. I believe that 
this fact, plus the evident fact that 
we are not increasing the tax rate 
will encourage people generally to 
pay their taxes, and we will come 
to the end of this next fiscal yeur 
in even a better financial condition 
than we are now.” 

The city tax rate for 1934-35, un- 
der charter requirements, must be 
fixed by ordinance not later than 
the fourth Monday in May (this 
year, May 28). If an ordinance 
has not been passed by thht time, 
the rate will remain the present 
$2.74, with the bond interest and 
sinking fund item 39 cents as at 
present. 

There is no prospect that other 
items of the tax rate can be de- 
creased. The full $1.35 for munic- 
ipal purposes will be required in 
view of the pending restoration of 
the city employes’ 10 per eent pay 
cut. The schools are not likely to 
take less than their permitted 85 
cents, and may add a cent or two 
for sinking fund. The state rate 
of 15 cents will not be lowered. 

A public hearing on the budget 
and tax rate will be held in the 
Mayor’s office at 11 a. m. Tuesday. 
Such a hearing was called for yes- 
terday, but no one appeared.

By the Associated Press, 
CHICAGO, March 7.—"“West Side 
Frankie” Pope, 38 years old, once 
a millionaire and for 20 years a 
keeper of disorderly houses, a boot- 
legger, drug peddler, gambler, gun- 
man and bomber, was killed today 
by 10 bullets fired into his nead 
and body in his room in the Vernun 
Hotel on West Jackson boulevard. 
Two men with whom Pope had 
talked over the house telephone and 
invited to his room were the assas- 
sins. 
Pope was an associate of the Ca- 
pones, “Mike de Pike” Heitler, Jack 
Zuta, the Gusicks, the’ Aiellos and 
others of Chicago’s early gangsters. 
The others are dead at the hands 
of their own kind or have been 
sent to prison. 
Pope was wounded in the left 
eye, head, jaw, neck, right . side, 
arms and abdomen. Several other 
bullets missed their mark and were 

buried in the walls. 
Pair Made Two Visits. 

Clarence Mitchell, night clerk of 
the hotel, said two men called at 
the hotel at midnight and were in- 
formed Pope was not in. Pope re- 
turned two hours later, but the visi- 
tors had gone. At 8 a. m, they re- 
turned and telephoned Pope from 
the lobby. Pope talked with the 
larger of the two for a few mo- 
ments, then signaled for the switch- 
board operator and sdid, “O K, send 
them up.” 

A few minutes later Mitchell 
heard pistol fire. He ran to the 
street, first sensing a holdup, <e- 
turned to the hotel, climbed the 
stairs to Pope's room and found 
Pope dead. 

Pope was clad in long wouwlen 
underwear which had been issued 
him when he left the Federal peni- 
tentiary at Leavenworth, Kan., four 
months ago after serving 15 months 
of an 18 months’ sentence for liquor 
conspiracy. His body lay face 
downward in the center of the 
room. Beside him lay two pistols 
dropped by the killers. 

Maid Tells About Woman.

Frot, a member of the Daladier 
Cabinet which resigned after bloody 
rioting and street fighting, has 
been the target of most of the 
criticism for the handling of the 
disorders. 

Chiappe, committee members said, 
told them he warned Premier Dala- 
dier of Frot’s intentions, which he 
described as “not Republican.” 

It was Chiappe’s dismissal by 
Premier Daladier that precipitated 
the Place de la Concorde rioting 
Feb. 6 that resulted in 19 fatalities. 
Frot has been accused as the man 
who ordered troops to fire on the 
rioters. 

The testimony brought excited 
comment from Deputies, who are 
attempting to fix responsibility for 
the shooting.

TAX BUYER FREED 
IN CONTEMPT CASE 


Court Drops Charge but Warns 
East St. Louis Man Not 
to Repeat Action. 


A contempt action against J. P. 
Gobberdiel, an East St. Louis tax 
buyers’ agent, who charges “influ- 
ential dealers in East St. Louis real 
estate mortgages” are trying to put 
him out of business “because tax 
buying threatens them with the loss 
of their property for non-payment 
of taxes,” was. dismissed yesterday 
in the Circuit Court at Belleville. 

“Real estate dealers and banks 
let property taxes pile up even if 
they are collecting rents, while the 
poor devil in East St. Louis bears 
more than his share of the tax bur- 
den,” Gobberdiel said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, 

“When the tax buyer steps in, 
pays the taxes, gets a title, and the 
tenants refuse to pay the mort- 
gage dealer the rent, he threatens 
to cut off the gas, electricity and 
water, but he doesn’t pay taxes un- 
til he has to.” 

- Realty Man Made Complaint. 

The contempt action was sought 
against Gobberdiel by. Frank E. 
Abell, real estate dealer and re- 
céiver for property at 817-19 Illinois 
avenue, East St. Louis, under a 
foreclosure sale brought by the 
Union Trust Co. of East St. Louis. 
It was alleged that Gobberdie! 
interfered with the receiver's pos- 
session of the property when, after 
Gobberdiel had acquired deed to the 
property at a tax sale, he drew a 
lease with the tenant and told her 
to pay the rent to him instead of 
to Abell. The Court had instruct- 
ed Abell to collect the rent when 
he was appointed. 

Circuit Judge Maurice V. Joyce, 
although dismissing the action, held 
that Gobberdiel had “interfered 
with an officer of the court,” and 


punished” if he did so again. The 
tenant was ordered to pay the 
rent to the receiver. 
The property was purchased in 
July, 1930, at a tax sale by Dr. 
J. W. Parker of Peoria, M. for 
whom Gobberdiel is agent, after 
the Union Trust Co. had failed to 
pay the taxes, amounting to about 
$300. 
A tax buyer may acquire a deed 
by paying taxes for two more years 
after purchase of delinquent taxes, 
providing the owner takes no 
steps to reimburse the tax buyer 
and to redeem the property. 
Purpose of the Law. 3 
Former Judge Henry Miller, rep- 
resenting Gobberdiel, argued that 
the purpose of legislation authoriz- 
ing tax buying was “to induce” pay- 
ment of delinquent taxes. Delin- 
quent taxes in St. Clair County pay- 
able last year will exceed $660,000, 
tax officials said. 
Abell, former president of the 
East St. Louis Real Estate Ex- 
change, denied that the purpose of 
the action was to put Gobberdiel 
out of business. “He interfered 
with my duty as officer of the court 
and with an order of the court,” 
Abell said. “I first told him so, then 
did only what was my duty. Judge 
Joyce told him that if he had any 
claims, he should have presented 
them to the court, upholding my 
position. 
“Real estate men and banks, as 
far as I know, are not allowing de- 
linquent taxes to pile up, any more 
than individual owners. There is 
no influence in this matter. Gob- 
berdiel proceeded wrong.”

Merchants generally expressed 
themselves, as in the past, as op- 
posed. to a ‘parking prohibition. 
Director of Streets and Sewers Mc- 
Devitt, like his predecessors in the 
office, favored prohibition of day- 
time parking. He announced an- 
other effort would be made to get 
business men to change their 
minds. Henry W. Kiel, receiver of 
the Public Service Co. and former 
aiayor, adopted the stand of the 
former management of the com- 
pany that parking should be stop- 
ped in order -to facilitate trolley 
and bus traffic. 

“This was a problem 15 years 
ago, when I was Mayor,” said Kiel. 
“We didn’t solve it then, though we 
had meetings like this. The mer- 
chants were opposed. It seems from 
your attitude there will be nc-hing 
done about it now. There ought 
to be something done, because you 
are defeating your own purpose; 
people can’t get into the district 
conveniently. It is to your inter- 
est to get them in and out speed- 
ily. We can’t give the service we 
should like to give with parking 
conditions as they are.” 

City Proposes Loop Service. , 

The current parking discussion 
arose in connection with the co-or- 
dination of bus and trolley systems 
effected Feb. 18. In aprpoving that 
plan, the city suggested elimination 
of parking in Chestnut, Pine, Olive, 
Locust and St. Charles streets and

LORD ABERDEEN Dit’ 
AT 87 IN SCOTLAND 


of 


Former Governor-General 
Canada, in Public Service 
for Six Decades. 


By the Associated Press. 
TARLAND, Aberdeenshire, Scot- 


land, March 7.—John Campbell 
Hamilton-Gordon, first Marquis of 
Aberdeen and Temair and former 
Governor-General of Canada and 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, died at 
his home, Cromar, today. He was 
87 years old. 

Nearly six decades of public serv- 


ice, including church and charity 
work, marked the life of Lord Aber- 
deen, a contemporary of Gladstone. 
He received his first appointments 


from Queen Victoria. ‘in the clos- 
ing months of the Gladstone ad- 
ministration in 1886, Lord Aberdeen, 
who, was then the seventh Earl of 
Aberdeen, was appointed Lord Lieu- 
tenant of Ireland. 

He served as Governor-General 
of Canada from 1893 until 1897 
and in 1905 began a second term as 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland;.a post 
he held for 10 years.

The acceptance 
of Parker meant the preservation of the siatus quo. 
It was one of those moments when the wisdom of a 
people is tested. The Senate rebelled. From that re- 
bellion came the liberal majority upon the supreme 
bench which has faced the United States about and 
seeks to recapture for the people control over their 
own lives and fortunes. We have had one decision 
after another in swift succession, each savoring of 
its predecessor and all parts of the same piece.

AN ATHENIAN STIIL. 


It isn’t a battle. It’s a war. A twentieth century 
Peloponnesian war. Referring, of course, to the high 
resolve of Greece to start Samuel Insull on his way 
and the resourcefulness with which Insull foils, 
evades, frustrates and voids the orders to go. 

A year has gone and a second year is waning since 
Samuel Insull swept into Athens on wings old Icarus 
never dreamed of. Washington desired his return, 
and sought to compass it by courts that, gazing back- 
ward, can behold the dawn of history. Washington 
lost. Not for Samuel Insull the hemlock of extradi- 
tion. The city that had lighted the eternal lamps be; 
fore Rome was, for the stranger, ‘a green isle in 
the sea, a fountain and a shrine” and his one best bet. 
The arm of Washington is long, either in approval 
or reproach. Presently Greece realized that Insull’s 
legal victory carried embarrassing consequences. 
Athens reconsidered. It fixed the date on which Insull 
should depart. It has been fixing and refixing that 
date ever since. But the moons make their crescent 
bows and retire in their full, round, silver glory and 
Samu Insull is still there, as tenacious an Athen- 
ian as the violet crowned hills have ever looked upon. 
The chap has staying powers. 
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JUDGE ALLEN’S APPOINTMENT. 
President Roosevelt has broken another precedent 
in appointing Judge Florence E. Allen of the Ohio 
Supreme Court to the Federal Circuit Court of 
Appeals, and he has scored another triumph. As in 
the case of Secretary of Labor Frances Perkins, whom 
he selected to be the first woman member of a Presi- 
dent’s Cabinet, Mr. Roosevelt has chosen well for the 
first woman to sit on the second highest court in 
the nation. Miss Allen is a progressive, forward-look- 
ing jurist, not afraid of the unpopular cause. In the 
three decades since she began her career in the law 
as a legal investigator for the League for the Protec- 
tion of Immigrants in New York, she has joined as 
many of the campaigns for instruments of social 
progress as her active career would permit. Judge 
Allen’s appointment is a fitting tribute to her fine 
accomplishment and a timely recognition of woman’s 
new status in the world of public affairs. 
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DOZING SENTRIES IN THE WAR ON CRIME. 

Is it possible for a criminal to be so daring and so 
keen of -mind that the forces of society cannot re- 
strain him? Some such legend seems to be growing 
up about John Dillinger, but there is little to justify 
it. His escape from the county jail at Crown Point, 
Ind., was more through his custodians’ errors and a 
series of lucky chances than through any master- 
mind work of his own. Many law enforcement officers 
seemingly have not yet learned how to guard the un- 
usually desperate and unscrupulous men who lead 
modern criminal gangs. The notorious Harvey Bailey 
was locked up in a county jail at Dallas, Tex., last 
summer, and walked out. Dillinger got a similar 
“break” when he was sent to a county jail instead of 
being held in “solitary” at the State prison. 

Even so, given a Sheriff alert enough to keep out 
a dubious visitor who talked in signals like a football 
quarterback, and a Deputy intelligent enough to dis- 
tinguish between a genuine pistol and a cell-made 
wooden fake, the hard-boiled killer would still be 
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safely behind the bars, Investigation is imperative, 
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and the Prosecutor already has accused two guards 
of “assisting” in the escape. The gender of the Sheriff 
had little to do with the issue, it seems to us. Society 
must be on the alert against its enemies. With proper 
precautions, society has a great advantage over the 
underworld. Failure to keep the upper hand is sheer 
carelessness. We will win this battle if too many of 
the sentries at our outposts do not go to sleep. 
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WAR ON HABIT-FORMING DRUGS. 

In its comment upon a recent Post-Dispatch edi- 
torial advocating repeal of the Harrison Anti-Narcotic 
Act, the Chattanooga (Tenn.) News grossly misap- 
prehends our attitude. The News also exhibits ignor- 
ance of the effect of the Harrison Act upon drug 
traffic in the United States. Says the News: “The 
retreat from the war against opium is one retreat 
which we cannot afford to take, even in this age of 
retreating.” 3 / 

Far from championing retreat from the war on 
habit-forming drugs, the Post-Dispatch favors advanc- 
ing it. The Harrison Act has caused the establish- 
ment of a vast bootlegging drug industry, which en- 


This is because of the enormous profits in drug 
peddling. Whereas morphine’s ordinary commercial 
price is about $15 an ounce, it retails in bootleg cir- 
cles at about $440 an ounce. Small wonder that ghouls 
who prey on human misery and depravity contrive 
means of smuggling morphine into the country by 
the ton, regardless of governmental vigilance. Small 
wonder, too, that drug peddlers should encourage the 
spread of the narcotic habit, as they do. 

Repeal of the Harrison Act would automatically 
kill the bootleg traffic. It would make morphine 
available to incurable addicts, under a strict licensing 
system, at a reasonable price. Such a licensing sys- 
tem, of course, would deny narcotics to all non-ad- 
dicts and provide drastic penalties for abuse. Since 
thievery, the characteristic crime of addicts, is caused 
by the difficulty of paying enormous prices for drugs, 
a licensing system would destroy the incentive for 
depredations that now cost merchants and others 
millions of dollars a year. 

In the realm of habit-forming drugs, the Harrison 
Act has failed as tragically as, in the case of. intoxi- 
cating liquor, the eighteenth amendment. This is a 
matter of common knowledge among those charged 
with enforcement of the act and among penitentiary 
wardens, who find themselves unable even to stop 
smuggling into penal institutions. If we expect to 
make any headway against the narcotic traffic, as the 
Japanese did in Formosa, we shall have to make a 
fresh start.

Can Business Criticise Government? 


Charge that Government interference in business leads to. graft and inefficiency is 
answered by writer; says waste and corruption have come only where traders 
took over political reins, and that their blunders brought nation to brink of 
disaster; U. S. must step in, he concludes, to save both consumer and business itself.

HE typical American business men who 

have been assailing waste and corruption 

in government stand convicted on their 
own record of having brought the United 
States to the brink of disaster through their 
own blundering stupidity, T. Swann Harding 
charges in a new book, “T. N. T.” 

Harding says that government has be- 
come extravagant and graft-ridden only 
when typical business men have obtained 
control of some of the machinery of gov- 
ernment. He says many business men have 
been saved from rujn by assistance from the 
very governmental bureaus that they con- 
demn, and that busindss has profited to the 
extent of billions of dollars as the result of 
being able to utilize valuable information 
furnished by these bureaus. 

The author points out what he believes to 
be the necessity of strict government con- 
trol of business, and he cites the opposition 


of many business men to such a proposal.

“This hostility to government interference 
is ostensibly predicated upon the existence 
of graft, political chicane and flagrant inef- 


_fiency in government,” he writes. “But upon

“Is it the high table land where existed 
S. W. Straus, with $29,000 of liquid assets 
to back up $380,000,000 in ‘securities’ foisted 
upon the gullible public, but later seen hur- 
rying down the street to start the same in- 
equitable business under a new name?

Charles E. Mitchell playing the lead and 
carrying $90,000,000 of defunct Peruvian 
bonds out to be fumigated? . 

“Or perhaps we should have heeded the 
20,000 false and misleading advertisements 
suppressed during one year, at a cost of but 
$57.63 per case, but the suppression of 
which incontestably saved the American 
consumer hundreds of thousands of dollars. 

“To whom are we indebted for such ex- 
posures? ‘Who curbed this habitual exag- 
geration of otherwise reputable business-men 
which was actually undermining reader con- 
fidence in every sort of advertising? A 
Government agency, of course—the Federal 
Trade Commission. 

“Who cleared the American interstate

markets of jams and jellies that were false 
ly labeled and often unfit to eat-—the manu- 
facturers? No; a Government agency—the 
Food and Drug Administration. 

“In every instan:e, ethics and efficiency 
have been on the side of government, dis- 
honesty and even self-injury on that of pri- 
vate enterprise. Therefore, government 
must interfere with private business, if not 
for the sake of the consumer, then for the 
sake of private business itself.” 

Government bureaus, manned by com- 
paratively low-paid experts, are doing more 
than just eating taxes, Hiarding contends. 
For instance, he points out, in 1913 hog 
cholera cost the loss of hogs valued at $69,- 
000,000. In 1931, the loss had been reduced 
by $51,000,000, to $18,000,000, by use of a se- 
rum developed by a man getting $5800 an- 
nually in a laboratory costing $130,000 an- 
nually in a bureau costing $12,000,000 an- 
nually in a department the entire cost of the 
purely agricultural activities of whith is less 
than $35,000,000 annually. The Government 
worker referred to was Dr. Marion Dorset, 
chief of the Biochemic Division of the Bu- 
reau of Animal Industry of the Department 
of Agriculture. 

While the Government scientist on a sal- 
ary of $5800 a year was causing the saving 
of millions of dollars a year, the salaries of 
private business men were being increased 
in a period of depression.

COLUMBUS, O., March 7.—Judge 
Florence E. Allen of the Ohio Su- 
preme Court, when told that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt had nominated her 
for the United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals vacancy created by the 


death of Judge Smith Hickenloop- 
er, said: “It is tremendously grati- 
fying to have had the recommenda: 
tion of Senator Bulkley, the in- 
dorsement of 
Cummings and to have my name 
submitted by the President for this 
important office. I feel it a very 
personal honor to be nominated by 
the statesman whose career I have 
admired so greatly.” 
Judge Allen was the first woman 
ever to sit on a State Supreme 
Court. When she goes to the ap- 
pellate bench she will be with one 
exception the first woman to oc- 
cupy a Federal Court position. The 
exception is Judge Genevieve -R. 
Cline, of the Federal Court of Cus- 
toms, in New York, who also is.an 
Ohioan. 

Judge Allen is unmarried, and 
will be 50 years old March 23. She 
has been a champion of women’s 
rights. Her first notable case, after 
being admitted to the Ohio bar in 
1914, was in defense of women of 
East Cleveland whose votes had 
been- declared illegal by the Elec- 
tion Board. . ' 
She was named Assistant Pros¢- 
cutor of Cuyahoga County (Cleve- 
land) in 1919. A year later she ‘was 
elected Judge of the Common Pleas 
Court and as such she was the first 
woman Judge to preside at a first- 
degree murder trial.

LOSSES ON BANK DEPOSITS 
DEDUCTIBLE IN INCOME TAX 


Money Received Later Must Be 
Shown as Gain, Federal Offi- 
cial Rules. 
WASHINGTON, March 7.—Losses 
by depositors in closed banks may 
be deducted from gross income in 
preparation of Federal tax returns, 
Internal Revenue Commissioner 
Guy Helvering ruled today.. How- 
ever, if a depositor later receives 
money from the banks which he 
had previously reported as a loss, 
this must be shown as income and 
tax paid. | 

“When a statement is issued from 
a bank in process of liquidation, in- 
dicating the approxmate per cent 
of the deposits to be paid, the de- 
positor will be allowed a deduction 
of the amount of his deposit in ex- 
cess of the amount to be received 
by him on final distribution,” Hel- 
vering said. : 

In the case of stockholders, the 
regulations stipulate if a stock be- 
comes worthless the cost may be 
deducted if a satisfactory showing 
of worthlessness is made. The 
amount paid by stockholders be- 
cause of their additional liability 
may also be deducted. Any part 
of an additional assessment paid 
by the stockholder to assist in the 
reorganization of a bank may not 
be deducted.

Anti-Lobby Legislator. 

At a White House conference 
with authors of the proposed anti- 
lobby legislation last Friday, Mr.

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WEEK'S ELECTRICITY OUTPUT 


By the Associated Press, 

NEW YORK, March 7.—There was a 
rise of 16.5 per cent in electric power out- 
put last week over the corresponding week 
last year, the Edison Electrica Institute re- 
ported today. This was the largest per- 
centage gain reported since July, 1929, 
and reflected further gains in industrial ac- 


tivity im conjunc..on witn the sub-norma!l 
conditions prevailing a year ago. 

The week’s outturn of 1,658,040,000 
kilowatt houre came back to about the 
peak ievel of 1933, established in Septem- 
ber 


In the preceding week, which included 
Washington’s birthday output was 1,646,-

“Hobbies?” he echoed. “Oh, I 
have a lot of them. I like a good 
game of bridge . . . and you should 
see my collection of old china! 
Books come next, I guess. Yes, 
and I collect recipes, believe it or 
not. When I go home I always try 
them out myself. I can cook a good 
dish of spaghetti, alone and unaided 
. . « but when I can get my wife’s 
help, I take it.” 


For more than 25 years Spalding 
has been playing in concerts, and 
has averaged about 50 appearances 
a year. “I used to suffer from 
nervousness at first,” he admitted, 
“but now I forget the audience, ev- 
erything, when I’m playing. I feel 
the people out front are there to 
enjoy themselves, not criticise. But 
when I made my first public ap- 
pearance in Paris at the age of 16, 
I didn’t have that philosophy. I 
Was scared.” 

The 44-year-old violinist says that 
he never considered being anything 
but a musician. Even as a small 
boy he had no overwhelming desire 
to be a policeman when he grew 
up. His parents were always what 
is known as, “in comfortable cir- 
cumstances.” They traveled abroad 
a lot and gave their son every ad- 
vantage of.culture. When 7 years 
old Spalding began instruction un- 
der the best violin teachers in 
Europe. Several years were spent 
at the Paris Conservatory of Mu- 
sic (later he served as a judge in 
the annual prize contests there.) 

Probably the most critical au- 
dience he ever faced consisted of 
five men of the examining board 
of the old hall in the Liceo Rossini 
at Bologna, Italy. He was 14, and 
tensely anxious to pass the exam- 
ination. The young piano student 
who played his arrangement (Ot- 
torino Respighi is his name) has 
become well known for his compo- 
sitions and orchestral works in the 
young Italian school. 

“The finest musical activity in 
the world is centered in the United 
States,” said Spalding, gesturing 
with his expressive hands. “And 
as for jazz.... it isn’t a form of 
art at all. It’s just the introduction 
of a new rhythm, the accentuated 
use of syncopation. Jazz alone can 
never be good music. 

“What would I do if I were in 
charge of music instruction in the 
schools? Well, I hardly know what 
you mean. No, I see no reason to 
change the present system. In fact, 
I thoroughly approve of it, and 
I'm not being a diplomat. Why, 
with our music school settlements 
and children’s orchestras, they're 
the greatest gifts we can give. I’ve 
noticed that the trend is toward 
general cultural education in most 
schools of music, and I believe 
that’s the best method.

HAT and who are you? Are

How Double May Aid Defense : 
When Other Side Plays Hand 


By P. Hal Sims 


ANDS come up where the Neg- 
Hative Doubler is not able to 
make any subsequent bid be 
cause the bidding has got away 
from him. There will-still be in 
many cases a negative inference 
which the Doubler’s partner should 
employ in the defense of the hand, 
and it may be quite definite, al- 
though the Doubler has never 
named a suit or been allowed to in- 
dicate by any bid the nature of 
his double. 
Here is an instance of what I 
mean. Eddie Hymes sat North and 
I was South. 
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East dealt and bid a spade; I nat- 
urally doubled; West bid two no 
trumps, having sampled my gro- 
ceries before and determining not to 
be jiggered out of a game..He felt 
pretty sure that I had an “out” in 
hearts, but reasoned that I would 
now no longer be able to get that 


information over to my partner and 


that Eddie, being one lad against no 
trumps, would have a natural or 
textbook normal opening lead in 


one of the minor suits or even in 
Spades if East did not rebid; but 
that he would not open hea be- 
cause that would be his weak suit 
if he <West) had read the hand— 
and my double—correctly. ‘ East 
raised to three no trumps and I 
doubled. West redoubled. He felt 
sure I would have to stand the re- 
double because my side was vul- 
nerable. If I did bid four hearts, 
West’s double would have been no 
whisper. He would lead the ace 
and another trump, and then whip- 
saw me in the off suits, making me 
lead away from any honors I might 
hold. He was right—I could not af 
ford to take out the redouble. I 
trusted my partner to read the mes- 
sage of my two doubles, and 
passed.

Eddie Hymes realized from his 
holdings and from my bidding that 
my double was of the strategic 
type, with my refuge in hearts, and 
that my business double had some 
real purpose in instructing him 
what to lead: Although he had what 
the experts call a “natural” opening 
lead in either diamonds or clubs 
against the no-trumper, he led the 
four of hearts: With any other lead 
I would never get the chance to set 
up my hearts, for the opponents’ 
bidding had shown that I was not 
likely to have more than one outside 
card of entry to bring in my suit.
